In response to the office action, please enter the following remarks. 

REJECTION OF CLAIMS 15, 28-30 and 32, and 10 UNDER 35 U S.C §103 

The Office Action rejected claims 15, 28-30 and 32 as being unpatentable over Simon 
et al (U.S. Pat. No. 5,932,234) ("Simon"). Specifically, the Office Action states: 

Simon teaches a composition for skin application comprising a 
number of actives. The actives include compounds such as 
Asiatic acid (protease inhibitor) and dihydroxyacetone (tanning 
agent) and vitamin D derivative (cell differentiation enhancer). 
See column 5 line 49 - column 6 line 38. Simon does not 
exemplify an invention comprising all three compounds. 
However, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art to make such an invention. One would have been 
motivated to do this since Simon suggests the combination.
